Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1960. 

Before  commenting  on  my  report  I should  like  to  pay  a brief  tribute 
to  the  late  Alderman  H.  R.  Patenall  who  died  during  the  year.  His  work 
for  the  good  of  the  Borough  was  well  known  to  us  all  and  I appreciated  his 
help  and  encouragement  throughout  the  years  of  our  association. 

The  report  is  set  out  in  the  usual  sections  and  statistical  tables  will 
be  found  in  Section  H.  Items  of  interest  throughout  the  report  are 
referred  to  in  this  letter. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  will  be  found  in  Section  A.  The 
population  figure  shows  an  increase  of  ten  on  the  previous  year.  The 
death  rate,  12.39  per  1,000  population  showed  a considerable  rise  on  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year  which  was  7.29  but  this  was  one  of  the  lowest 
rates  recorded  for  years.  Sixty-three  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system.  Cancer 
deaths  were  a little  over  ten  per  cent  of  the  total.  Only  one  cancer  death 
was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  were 
no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  The  birth  rate  was  15.36  per  1,000  of 
population  and  was  higher  than  the  previous  year  when  it  was  13.78. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  showed  a slight  fall,  17.54  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  19.60  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  Section  B gives  details  of  the  health  services  available 
for  the  Borough  and  some  details  of  the  activities  of  the  Higham  Ferrers 
Old  People's  Welfare  Committee.  This  committee  carried  out  excellent 
work  in  the  Borough  for  the  old  folk. 

Section  C deals  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and 
information  concerning  the  water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  refuse 
will  be  found  in  this  section.  Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Council 
to  try  and  overcome  the  difficulties  experienced  at  the  sewage  works  on 
account  of  the  very  strong  trade  wastes  in  the  crude  sewage.  The  trade 
are  co-operating  with  the  Council  by  the  installation  of  pre-treatment 
plants  at  their  works  and  this  should  help  with  this  difficult  problem. 


Information  concerning  Housing  will  be  found  in  Section  D and  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  Council  continued  its  building  programme  and  that 
there  was  much  activity  with  regard  to  the  rehousing  of  persons  from 
unfit  properties.  The  Council  also  carried  out  improvements  on  20  of 
their  pre-war  Council  houses. 

Section  E deals  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  figures  will  be  found  in  Section  F. 
There  would  appear  to  be  still  room  for  improvement  in  the  vaccination 
against  Smallpox  figures.  Measles  was  the  most  prevalent  of  the  in- 
fectious diseases  as  will  be  seen  from  Table  No.  3 in  Section  H.  The 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  its  sixth  survey  of  the  Borough  during 
the  year  and  a summary  of  the  results  are  given. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  figures  were  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  which  I would  like  to  thank  him.  A list 
of  acknowledgements  to  persons  who  supplied  information  for  this  report 
is  appended  and  I am  very  grateful  for  their  assistance.  I would  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Plummer  for  his  ever  ready  assistance  and  Miss  Pearson  for  her 
help  in  compiling  this  report  and  finally  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  help  and  encouragement.

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SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Area — -The  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  covers  1,945  acres. 

Population — The  Registrar  General  in  his  returns  for  1960  gives  the 
population  of  the  Borough  as  3,710  which  is  an  increase  of  10  on  the 
previous  year.  The  natural  increase,  i.e.  births  compared  with  deaths, 
was  11 . 

Deaths — 46  deaths  occurred  which  gives  a death  rate  of  12.39  per 
1,000  of  population  compared  with  7.29  in  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1960  was  11.5. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  system  was  the  cause  of  29 
deaths  or  63.04  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths.  Coronary  diseases  or  angina 
caused  10  of  these  deaths  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  in  Table  No.  1 in 
Section  H which  gives  a classification  of  the  causes  of  death,  that  four  out 
of  the  10  deaths  were  in  females. 

Five  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  this  represents  10.86  per  cent  of 
deaths.  One  death  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  For  the  third  year 
in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 

The  following  table  shows  a comparison  between  the  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of 
Higham  Ferrers  over  the  last  five  year-  :

Stillbirths — One  stillbirth  occurred  which  gives  a rate  of  0.26  per 
1,000  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.54. 

Illegitimate  Births — There  were  two  illegitimate  births  which  gives  a 
rate  of  0.53  per  1 ,000  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  Nil. 

Infant  Mortality — One  infant  death  occurred  which  is  the  same 
number  as  last  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.54  per 
1,000  live  births.  This  is  lower  than  the  previous  year  when  it  was  19.60. 
The  rate  for  1960  for  England  and  Wales  was  21.7. 

Neonatal  Mortality — This  subdivision  of  the  infant  mortality  rate 
concerns  infant  deaths  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  No  deaths 
occurred  in  this  period  so  the  rate  is  Nil.  A further  sub-division  is  now 
given  in  the  Registrar-General's  returns  of  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 
No  deaths  occurred  in  this  period  and  so  the  rate  is  Nil.  The  following 
table  gives  a comparison  between  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers 
over  the  past  five  years:

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  health  services  available  for  the  area  are  as  follows: 

Laboratory  Service — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton 
and  the  laboratory  attached  to  the  Kettering  General  Hospital  with 
branches  at  the  Park  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  and  the  Rushden  Mem- 
orial Hospital,  the  Hayway,  Rushden.  Specimens  connected  with  the 
control  of  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  are  sent  to  these  labora- 
tories. Milk  samples,  ice-cream,  water  samples,  are  sent  to  the 
Northampton  laboratory.  The  facilities  offered  by  these  laboratories  are 
much  appreciated. 

Ambulance  Service,  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Help  Service — 

These  services  are  all  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  the  area  is  well 
covered. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-patient  Clinics — The  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  are  the  responsible  authority  for  the  provision  of 
hospital  accommodation  and  out-patient  clinics.  The  following  facilities 
are  available  in  the  area:

Gynaecological  and  children — Wellingborough  Hospital. 

Acute  medical  cases,  skins  and  children — Highheld  Hospital,

Infant  Welfare  Centres — The  County  Council  are  the  responsible 
authority  and  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Methodist  Church 
Rooms,  High  Street,  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  the  month. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — The  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
removal  of  old  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  and  who  are  not 
capable  of  giving  to  themselves  or  receiving  the  necessary  attention,  to 
suitable  premises  where  they  will  be  looked  after.  Section  47  of  the  Act 
puts  this  responsibility  upon  the  local  authority.  One  such  case  was 
dealt  with  during  the  year.  It  is  my  practice  in  such  cases  to  try  and 
persuade  the  old  person  to  go  voluntarily  and  only  use  Section  47  of  this 
Act  as  a last  resort.  The  Home  Help  service  and  the  Higham  Ferrers 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  do  much  good  work  amongst  the  old 
people  of  the  Borough  and  their  efforts  often  are  the  means  by  which  old 
folk  can  be  kept  in  their  own  homes.  I am  grateful  to  Mrs.  W.  D.  White, 
Secretary  to  the  Higham  Ferrers  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  for 
furnishing  me  with  a copy  of  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1960  and 
give  some  extracts  from  this  report. 

The  chiropody  service  is  functioning  satisfactorily  and  during  the  year 
502  treatments  have  been  given  at  the  clinic  and  278  domiciliary. 

The  weekly  meeting  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  is  as  popular  now  as 
when  it  started  in  January,  1951.  It  provides  recreation  and  amusement 
for  a large  section  of  the  elderly  population.  The  Committee  decided  that 
the  weekly  bus  was  a necessity  to  carry  members  to  the  meeting,  as  with- 
out it  many  would  remain  house-bound  during  the  winter  months.  The 
members  themselves  make  substantial  contributions  towards  the  cost  and 
extra  funds  are  raised  by  holding  functions. 

The  men’s  morning  meeting  was  a popular  new  venture  at  the  Parish 
rooms  and  was  patronised  by  16  pensioners. 

The  Handicraft  scheme  renews  popularity  during  the  winter  months. 
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Members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  make  many  visits  to  those  living 
alone  or  in  ill  health.  Old  Folk  from  the  Borough  in  hospital  are  visited 
monthly. 

Meals  service  came  into  operation  in  September  and  cater  for  12 
persons  living  alone.  This  has  now  increased  to  13  and  each  received  a 
two  course  meal  once  a week. 

Fourteen  Old  Folk  went  on  the  County  holiday  scheme  and  spent  a 
week  at  Clacton.  64  went  to  Folkestone  for  a week’s  holiday  on  a scheme 
organised  by  the  local  Committee.” 

Some  idea  of  the  activities  of  this  Committee  will  be  gained  from 
these  extracts  and  the  Borough  owes  a debt  of  gratitude  to  this  Committee 
which  carry  out  throughout  the  year  such  good  work  for  the  old  folk  of  the 
Borough.

C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply — The  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden  Water  Board  are 
responsible  for  the  water  supply.  The  sources  of  supply  of  the  Board  are 
as  follows  : 

Sywell  reservoir,  situated  in  the  Wellingborough  Rural  District, 
covers  an  area  of  68J  acres  and  has  a capacity  when  full  of  236,000,000 
gallons.  It  is  fed  by  springs,  rainwater  from  the  catchment  area  and  two 
small  brooks  which  enter  the  reservoir. 

Treatment  consists  of  filtrations,  slow  sand  filters,  and  rapid  gravel 
filtration  and  then  chlorination. 

The  second  source  of  supply  is  from  gravel  wells  sunk  into  the  river 
gravel  at  Hardwater  Crossing,  Wollaston.  This  also  is  in  the  Welling- 
borough Rural  District.  Treatment  of  water  from  this  source  consists  of 
first  mechanical  filtration  followed  by  chlorination. 

Ditchford  Scheme — This  scheme  is  to  supplement  the  Board’s  existing 
supplies  by  the  extraction  of  water  at  a maximum  rate  of  75,(}00%allons 
per  day.  The  extraction  works  are  to  be  situated  on  land  adjacent  to  the 
old  gravel  workings  known  as  Ditchford  Lake  and  the  form  of  extraction 
consists  of  a 12"  porous  concrete  collector  duct  of  approximately  600  yards 
in  length  laid  in  the  alluvial  gravels  in  a line  approximately  200  feet  south 
east  of  and  parallel  to  the  Ditchford  lake.  The  collector  drain  will  feed 
into  a raw  water  pumping  well  and  from  here  will  be  pumped  to  the  main 
treatment  works  in  the  same  land  just  north  of  the  railway  line.  The  raw 
water  will  be  passed  through  rapid  gravel  filters,  partially  softened, 
aerated  and  chlorinated  prior  to  delivery  to  a clear  water  tank.  The 
clear  water  tank  has  a capacity  of  approximately  75,000  gallons  and  water 
will  be  pumped  from  this  to  a water  tower  at  the  Manton  Spinney, 
Irchester  Road.  This  tower  will  be  about  100  feet  high  and  of  300,000 
gallons  capacity.

Remarks  : 

Wollaston — The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this  sample 
indicate  a hard  water  containing  an  appreciable  amount  of  organic  matter 
though  containing  few  bacteria.  I am  of  opinion  that  this  water,  as 
evidenced  by  the  sample,  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Sywell — The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this  sample  indicate 
a water  of  moderate  hardness  slightly  contaminated  with  organic  matter 
and  containing  few  bacteria.  1 am  of  opinion  that  this  water,  as  evidenced 
bv  the  sample,  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  difference  in  hardness  between  the 
Wollaston  and  Sywell  water.

Piped  Water  Supply — With  the  exception  of  a few  outlying  houses,  all 
houses  in  the  Borough  have  a piped  water  supply.  Three  Council  houses 
and  seven  private  houses  were  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  sewage  disposal  works 
were  constructed  in  1954.  They  are  modern  works  and  consist  of  four 
detritus  tanks  in  which  settlement  takes  place,  heavy  grit  and  organic 
matter  fall  out  here.  In  times  of  storm,  storm  water  flows  over  a weir 
from  here  into  storm  tanks.  This  prevents  flooding  of  the  works.  From 
the  detritus  tanks  sewage  flows  to  three  main  settling  tanks  which  are 
some  25  feet  deep  and  inverted  pyramidical  shaped.  Settlement  and 
breaking  down  of  solid  organic  matter  takes  place  here.  Sludge  is  formed 
in  these  tanks  and  drawn  off  by  hydraulic  pressure.  The  capacity  of  these 
tanks  is  75,000  gallons.  From  this,  sewage  passes  to  a primary  dosing 
chamber  and  from  this  to  four  primary  filters.  It  is  distributed  over  the 
surface  of  these  filter  beds  by  rotating  arms.  Bacterial  action  takes  place 
in  these  beds.  The  effluent  is  collected  from  these  beds  into  two  primary 
humus  tanks  and  from  this  passes  to  two  secondary  filter  beds.  From 
this  it  is  collected  into  a secondary  humus  tank  and  from  this  the  final 
effluent  is  run  into  the  River  Nene. 

The  works  were  designed  for  a dry  weather  flow  of  130,000  gallons 
per  day.  From  the  different  tanks  the  sludge  can  be  drawn  off  and 
gravitates  direct  to  sludge  drying  beds. 
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The  crude  sewage  is  a very  strong  one  and  contains  over  50%  of 
strong  trade  effluents.  These  are  most  difficult  to  cope  with  and  have 
caused  a serious  problem  in  effluent  treatment. 

During  the  year  a great  deal  of  experimental  work  has  been  carried 
out  on  the  final  effluent.  It  was  found  that  by  filtering  this  effluent  in  the 
laboratory  a satisfactory  result  could  be  obtained.  In  order  to  obtain 
field  experiments  a pilot  sand  filtration  plant  was  obtained,  capable  of 
dealing  with  a flow  of  400  gallons  per  hour.  Various  dosages  were  tried 
but  owing  to  the  very  high  suspended  solids  content  of  the  sewage 
works  effluent,  a satisfactory  result  could  not  be  obtained.  It  was  found 
that  up  to  65%  of  the  suspended  solids  could  be  removed.

The  manufacturers  in  the  town  have  been  pressed  to  proceed  with 
pre-treatment  of  their  effluents  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  almost  all  had 
plans  prepared  to  instal  suitable  settling  and  neutralising  tanks.  The 
Council,  on  their  part,  are  acquiring  a cesspool  emptier  and  are  negotiating 
the  purchase  of  land  to  construct  the  necessary  sludge  beds. 

It  is  intended  that  when  pre-treatment  is  being  carried  out  a revised 
series  of  samples  will  be  taken  at  the  sewage  works.  From  the  analysis 
of  which  a decision  can  be  made  as  to  what  alterations  are  required  at 
the  present  works. 

Closet  Accommodation — The  majority  of  houses  in  the  Borough  are 
connected  to  main  sewer  for  drainage  except  for  a few  outlying  premises. 

Disinfection — Two  houses  were  disinfected  following  cases  of 
infectious  diseases. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — No  action  was  necessary.

Movable  Dwellings — The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act,  1960  came  into  operation  on  August  29th,  1960.  Five  applications 
for  a licence  were  received  and  three  licences  granted. 

Disinfestation — Two  complaints  of  infestation  with  clover  mite  were 
dealt  with  during  the  year.  This  appears  to  be  a persistent  type  of  insect 
to  deal  with.  It  was  found  that  a vacuum  cleaner  was  a very  effective 
means  of  clearing  the  multitude  of  mites  on  the  window  ledges  and  walls.

HOUSING 


The  Council  continued  its  building  programme  in  1960  and  10  two- 
bedroomed  houses  were  erected  on  the  Elizabeth  Way  Estate.  In 
addition,  6 old  people’s  bungalows  and  6 one-bedroomed  flats  were 
commenced  on  the  same  estate. 

Twenty-five  families  comprising  67  persons  were  re-housed  from 
clearance  areas. 

Nine  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished  and  thirty-one 
awaiting  demolition. 

Official  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  concerning  21 
houses  in  Spring  Gardens  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  the 
Council  proposes  to  proceed  by  way  of  compulsory  purchase  in  order  to 
acquire  the  site  for  re-development  for  old  folk’s  bungalows. 

Improvement  of  Property — The  Council  commenced  during  the  year 
the  modernisation  of  pre-war  Council  houses  and  20  houses  have  been 
improved.  One  house,  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order,  has  been  rendered 
fit  and  application  made  to  determine  the  Closing  Order. 

Improvement  grants  have  been  approved  in  respect  of  13  houses. 

Private  Development — The  year  has  seen  great  strides  in  regard  to 
private  development  and  plans  have  been  approved  for  estates  of  74  and  19 
houses  respectively  while  another  estate  for  66  houses  is  contemplated. 
One  house  has  been  completed  and  4 are  in  the  course  of  construction.

Milk  Supply — The  County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority, 
delegated  to  Local  Authorities  in  whose  areas  pasteurisation  plants  are 
situated,  the  licensing  of  these  plants.  Close  supervision  and  frequent 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  neighbouring 
authorities  where  such  plants  are  situated.  The  Borough  Council  is 
responsible  for  distribution  in  its  area  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  routine 
milk  samples  should  be  taken. 

Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-cream — Twelve  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  Borough.  No  ice-cream  is  manufactured, 
all  is  pre-packed. 

Slaughterhouses — There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  and  meat  is  imported  from  neighbouring  authorities.

Fifty-seven  births  were  recorded  during  1960  and  from  the  above 
figures  it  would  appear  that  out  of  this  number  there  were  thirty-two 
primary  vaccinations.

The  campaign  against  poliomyelitis  continues  to  grow  and  with  the 
raising  of  the  age  to  40  years  more  and  more  people  are  seeking  this 
protection  against  a disease  that  can  have  such  serious  consequences. 
However,  you  still  have  a minority  who  either  through  carelessness  or 
indifference  have  not  yet  sought  this  protection  and  it  would  be  in  their 
own  interest  if  they  did  seek  this  protection. 

Tuberculosis — There  were  two  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year  compared  with  one  in  the  previous  year.  For  the 
third  year  in  succession  no  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease.  Two  cases 
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were  admitted  to  the  Rushden  House  Sanatorium  and  three  cases  dis- 
charged during  the  year.

The  Survey  was  held  on  two  different  sites  and  the  response  from  the 
firms  in  the  Borough  was  88%. 

The  After-Care  Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work 
in  the  area  and  visits  patients  from  the  Borough  in  the  Sanatorium. 
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Dysentery — No  cases  were  notified  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession. 

Food  Poisoning — No  cases  were  notified  for  the  third  year  in  suc- 
cession. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting — An  account  of  a widespread 
epidemic  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  which  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of 
1959  and  ran  into  the  early  months  of  1960,  was  given  in  last  year’s  annual 
report.  This  was  of  virus  origin  and  route  of  spread  was  most  probably 
by  the  respiratory  tract.  Little  immunity  appeared  to  be  gained  from  an 
attack  and  many  recurrent  cases  occurred.  Stools  examined  were 
negative  for  pathogenic  bacteria.
